The Apparent Fate of 
- Compromise. 


The Steerers Have Steered to 
Conclusion, 


Republicans Will Not Agree to 
Any Movement 


That Will Put the Responsi- 
bility on Them. 


A Legislative Day Which is Like an Arctic 
mmer—Recess in Lieu of Adjourn- 
ment—The ‘‘Billion Dollar’’ 
Congress Warning. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) ‘The opinion is now 
general among the Senatons who will 
discuss the question at all, that the 
compromise bill over which they were 


so sanguine Saturday will never be in- |. 


troduced in the Senate. The reason 
for this is stated to be that the com- 
promisers have been unable to get a 
sufficient number of pledges to guar- 
antee the passage of the bill, and they 
have said from the beginning that, un- 
less they could secure a majority, they 
would not introduce it. 

The most authentic statement of the 
number of pledges make it thirty-nine, 
or four short of a majority. These 
pledges are all by Democrats. In this 
strait the Republicans have been ap- 
pealed to to help out, but have all, re- 
peal and silver men alike, refused to 
join in the movement. Some of them 
give positive refusals and some diplo- 
matically say they must see the bill 
first. The repeal Republicans refuse 
because of the failure to provide for a 
bond issue, and because of a provision 
for the coinage of the seignorage. The 
silver men refuse because of the short 
time the Sherman law is to be contin- 
ued. There is a belief that the two Re- 
publican factions might unite upon the 
bill, and, with the aid of the Populists 
and possibly a few Democrats, pass it. 

The Democratic Senatorial managers 
seem all at sea as to the s*uation. 
However, they are still at work among 
the members and even hope to bring 
the President to their way of thinking. 
In case of absolute failure the Senate 
may either adjourn to December l, 
press the bill on the present plan, or 
attempt to secure a cloture. Senator 
Hill will doubtless press his cloture res- 
olution if sure of sufficient assistance. 

Senator Voorhees stated this after- 
noon that he would close today’s ses- 
sion and the end of the legislative day 
by moving an adjournment till tomor- 
row. It is surmised that this action 
may be for the purpose of putting mat- 
ters in shape for bringing up the clo- 
ure question. When it became apparent 
today that the compromise scheme had 
failed. the silver men renewed their old 
tactics of calling for a quorum. 

Later.—The prevailing opinion in the 
Senate late this afternoon was that 
efforts to secure a compromise on the 
Democratic side 
There are indications that there will 
not be many more speeches, and when 
these are concluded the voting must 
necessarily begin. The Republican Sen- 
ators will make an effort to agree 
upon a measure which both repeal and 
silver Republicans can favor, and if 
they succeed, which hardly seems prob- 
able, they will try to get Democratic 
assistance sufficient to put the bill 
through. 

It now develops that there are eight 
Democrats who have not signed the 
agreement to support a compromise. 
They are Mesgrs. Mills of Texas, Mitch- 
ell of Winsconsin, McPherson of 
New Jersey, Vilas of Wisconsin, 
Voorhees. of Indiana, Caffery of 
Louisiana and Irby of South 
Carolina. About the only defi- 
nite announcement made after com- 
promise was declared off, was that 
there would be no effort tomorrow at 
cloture, and the silver men reorganized 
forces and _ prepared to continue the 
fight indefinitely. 

Whether given out in earnest or. for 
@ purpose, some of the silver Senators 
announced, when they heard that the 
compromise bill would not be presented, 
that they would make no more factious 
opposition, but would give way as soon 
as the prepared speeches are concluded, 
and let the repeal bill pass.. There can 
be little doubt that Senator Voorhees 
had in mind early in the day, when he 
said he would ask for an adjournment 
instead of a recess tonight, the bring- 
ing up of the cloture resolution. tomor- 
row. When he afterward allowed a 
recess instead of an adjournment he 
cut off all possibility of taking that 
question up tomorrow. 

Senators Palmer and McPherson and 
other repeal Senators had a long con- 
ference with the President today. When 
he returned to the Senate chamber, Mr. 
Palmer seid that he thought the cloture 
would be undertaken soon. “It has 
come,” he said, ‘‘to be a question 
whether the minority shall rule. It 
is more important, even, than the 
financial question. We shall have to 
have that fight out,’’ It is believed that 
Senator Palmer expressed the _ senti- 
ments of. the Executive.’’ 

There is no mistaking the fact that 
many silver Democratic Senators feel 
greatly relieved that the compromise 
amendment is not to be’offered. They 
say that they surrendered all 
convictions contrary to their best judg- 
ment, and that they are more than 


willing to have the administration take. |

The Senators opposed to uncondi- 
tional repeal are still laboring to secure 
a majority of the Democratic Senators 
in favor of a compromise. One of 
them said tonight that they had se- 
cured, including Senator“Daniel, who 
signed today, thirty-six names. 


EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oct.. 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Senate met at 
10 o’clock, no adjournment having been 
taken since a week ago today, the 
legislative day of October 17 being con- 
tinuous. Senator Stewart of Nevada 
gave notice of an amendment he in- 
tended to offer to the repeal bill propos- 
ing a conference to be held at Wash- 
ington within nine months between 
delegates from the United States, Mex- 
ico, Central America, South America, 
Hayti and San Domingo for the adop- 
tion of a common silver coin to be 
legal tender between the citizens of 
the countries represented. Considera- 
tion of the silver repeal bill was then 
resumed. 

Senator Jones of Nevada resumed 
his argument in opposition to the bill. 
He made an elaborate argument on the 
proposition that he was advancing 
when the Senate took a recess, Satur- 
day evening, that the standard of the 
country could be neither gold, silver 
nor a material thing, but that whatever 
the standard might be it was quanti- 
tative and the value of each unit de; 
pended upon the number of units and 
that there could be but a single stan- 
dard in the country, and that one of 
quantity. 

* Last summer the British government, 
desiring to show its sympathy with the 
object of the administration in this 
country, issued an order with a view 
of facilitating the descent of silver. 
The order was taken by New York to 
be an announcement of the ‘‘doom of 
silver.’’ During this time where was 
the United States government, of all 
nations the most interested? The po- 
sition of the chief magistrate of this 
country on the question was well illus- 
trated by the line from Emerson, “I 
am the doubter and the doubt.” . 

The people of the United States did 
not propose to be left out of considera- 
tion as to what should be the material 
of their money. The United States 
is not yet a dependency of. Great 
Britain, and the President is not the 
governor-general. ‘For the first time 
in our national history,’ said he, ‘‘we 
find ourselves putting into execution, 
through officers elected by the people 
of the. United States, plans which, if 
not formulated, are heartily approved. 
at the Horse Guards and on Downing 
street.’’ 

At 1.05 p.m., Senator Jones remarked 
that he desired to yield the floor to 
Senator Teller of Colorado, expressing 
the desire to resume his speech at 
another timé. 

Senator Teller answered questions as 
to whether he thought the governmént 
of the United States could, with the 
free coinage of silver, maintain the 
parity between\gold and silver, by say- 
ing that it could, because he did not 
believe more silver would come to the 
country than business would absorb. In 
other words, the demand would be 
equal to the supply. 

“Free coinage of the silver of the 
United States might not do it alone,’’ 
said Senator Teller, in answer to a 
question by Senator Palmer. ‘The po- 
sition I take is that our example will 
be . followed. by other countries, and 
ther the monetary system would re- 
turn to the system that prevailed prior 
to the demonetization of silver by Ger- 
many, the United States, the Latin 
Union, etc.’’ 

Senator Stewart of Nevada then ad- 
dressed the Senate in advocacy of his 
proposed amendment for a Pan-Ameri- 
can conference, but, without conclud- 
ing, he yielded, and the Senate took a 
recess until tomorrow. 

HOUSE.—The Senate amendments to 
the Rawlins bill for the relief of the 
Mormon Church were agreed to. 

Representative Kilgore objected to 
the bill authorizing the payment of the 
expenses of L. L. Williams, World's 
Fair commissioner from Alaska, on the 
ground that it would result in a deluge 
of such claims. 

The printing bill was passed, 167 to 
17, and the consideration of the bill 
to provide for the construction of 
a steam revenue cutter on the great 
lakes, to replace the Andy Johnson, 
was then resumed. 

Representative Loud of California of- 
fered a substitute, including a pro- 
vision for a revenue cutter for the har- 
bor of San Francisco. Chairman Sayers 
of the Appropriations Committee, op- 
posing the substitute, served a notite 
on his Democratic colleagues that, un- 
less they joined with him in econo- 
mizing, this would be a billion dollar 
Congress. Representative Loud then 
withdrew his substitute, and the bill 
passed. 

The House then proceeded to the 
consideration of the ‘bankruptcy Dill, 
and Representative Oates opened the 
debate in advocacy of it. 

Representative W. A. Stone of Penn- 
sylvania led the opposition to the Diil 
in a strong and carefully-prepared 
speech. 

Representative Sibley of Pennsylva- 
nia opposed the bill as the incarnation 
of all evils. 

At the conclusion of the 
speech the House adjourned. 


WORSE RESULTS. 


Twenty-three Persons Instead of Six are In- 
jured at Monroeville. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Oct. 23.—(By 
the Associated Press.) The collision on 
the Fort Wayne, at.-Monroeville, Ind., 
yesterday morning, was attended with 
worse results than at first reported. 
Intsead of but six injured, there are 
twenty-three hurt. They will all get 
well, it is thought, though the wounds 
of some of them are very serious. The 
injured passengers were attended by 
physicians, and all were able to con- 
tinue their journey later.

SAME OLD GAG. 
The Majority Should 
Boss Things. 


Senator Hill Deals Quite Loitily 
‘In Platitudes, 


A Great Ratification Meeting to 
Pledge Support 


To Cleveland in His Task of 
Making Law. 


Cheers and Flag-waving for the ‘‘Ice Man’’— 
The Victim Bears It Calmly and Plac- 
idily—A Change of Rules 
Predicted.

BROOKLYN (N. Y.,) Oct. 23.—(By 
the Associated Press.) The Democrats 
by thousands gathered in the big Acad- 
émy of Music thisi evening to hear Sen- 
ator David B. Hill speak. It was an- 
nounced as a grand Democratic rati- 
fication meeting, and the promoters 
took occasion to have a long series of 
resolutions printed and _ distributed. 
The resolutions contained a pledge to 
support Cleveland and the National 
Democratic administration, and de- 
manded prompt and absolute repeal of 
the silver purchase clause of the Sher- 
man act. 

When Senator Hill came to the front 
the crowd cheered, and half the au- 
dience rose to its feet, waving flags 
and handkerchiefs. The Senator bore 
it all calmly and placidly, and, when 
it was over, he began his speech. He 
opened with a short allusion to the op- 
ponents of Democracy, and the princi- 
ples, saying it was the same common 
enemy with whom his party had been 
contending for so many years. The 
Senator spoke of the Ways and Means 
Committee in tariff revisions, and said 
the country was on the eve of a reaii- 
zation of Democratic promises. _ 

He repeated his well-known views on 
the Federal: election referred 
briefly to the finances of the nationai 
government, and then passed to the 
consideration of the Sherman silver 
law, which he termed ‘another legacy 
left us by the Republican party.’ On 
this subject, he said: . 

“The law is illogical in! construction, 
vicious in tendencies and injurious in 
operation. The President of the United 
States, Grover Cleveland, performed a 
patriotic act ,in promptly convening 
Congress and recommending the repeal 
of the Sherman law. In the desperate ef- 
‘fort to prevent or delay the passage of 
this bill, freedom of debate was abused. 
No matter what may be the outcome 
of the present struggle, a necessity of 
change in the Senate rules is abun- 
dantly demonstrated. I promise you the 
effort for a change will be continued, 
irrespective of the fate of the present 
bill. The majority must be permitted 
to dominate and control its proceed- 
ings, or else legislation becomes im- 

ble.”’ 

The remainder of Hill’s speech was 
taken up with a discussion of State 
matters, and he closed with the pre- 
diction of a great Democratic victory 
next month. 


IMPORTANT PROJECT. 


How the Navigability of the Colorado River 
Could Be Improved. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Gov. Hughes of Ari- 
zona had an important conference with 
Minister Romero of Mexico, touching 
improvements of the Colorado River, 
which would add to its importance as 
a channel of commerce. The Governor 
represented to Romero that the Colo- 
rado is the second largest stream on 
the Pacific Coast, and said that with 
secure jetties at the mouth and with 
some dredging along the course of the 
stream it could be made navigable for 
900 miles, far up into Arizona and 
Nevada, tapping the rich mineral de- 
posits in the mountains and the fine 
agricultural and horticultural region in 
the lower country. 

He pointed out that Mexico, along the 
Gulf of California, is possessed of large 
forests of ‘fine timber and immense de- 
posits of coal, in both of which the 
southwestern portion of the United 
States is deficient. Gov. Hughes thinks 
the government of the United States 
would make the improvements neces- 
sary within its boundary, if the Mexi- 
can government would undertake to do 
as much within Mexican territory, the 
lower 150 miles of the river being in 
Mexico. 

Minister Romero was very much im- 
pressed with the representation made 
by the Governor, and said he would 
recommend that his government give 
the matter its attention. He thought 
the best way to proceed would be for 
the two governments to join in the ap- 
pointment of a commission to investi- 
gate the entire question. 


A RECEPTION. 


The Chiefs of Departments Entertain the 
World’s Fair Commissioners. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The weather today was 
perfect and the usual large crowd at- 
tended the fair, including many New 
Yorkers, who remained in the city 
after Manhattan day.

RAILROADS’ RIGHTS, 


Decision of the Supreme Court of Interest te 
Western Lines. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.y ~Adectsion of tni- 
portance to roads in the far West was 
rendered today by the United States 
Suvreme Court. The Denver and Rio 
Grande was sued by the United States 
for the value of the tin\ber, stone and 
other material taken from the public 
domain and used in construction of its 
rajlroad at sections remote from the 
vicinity from which the material was 
taken. Under the act of 1875 granting 
railroads the right-of-way over the pub- 
lic domain they were given the privi- 
lege of using materials on the public 
domain, but it was contended by the 
United States that this privilege was 
timed so that the material could be 
used only on the part of the road ad-« 
jJacent to the place from which it was 
taken. 

Justice Jackson, seeaking for the 
court, said: “This is too narrow @ 
construction of the law and there is no 
limitation as to the part of the road 
on which the material might be used, 
the only limitation being that the ma- 
terial must come from lands adjacent 
to some part of the railroad’s right-of- 
way.” The court, accordingly, af- 
firmed the judgment of the Colorado 
Circuit Court.

He Talks on the Silver Question and Other 


Matters Before Congress—Probable 
Passage of the McCreary 
Chinese Bill. 


United States Senator Stephen M. 
White returned from Washington yes- 
terday, having stopped over en route 
to take in the World’s Fair. The Sen- 
ator is in fine health and spirits, and, 
notwithstanding the hard work which 
he has been doing in familiarizing him- 


| self with the many details of his new 


position, does not show any bad ef- 
fects from it. He at once went to his 
office on his arrival, and will be very 
busy during the next few days in get- 
ting his affairs into shape. 

~“"How long do you design remaining 
in Los Angeles?’ asked a Times re- 
porter. 

“I expect to be here for a week or 
ten days,” replied Senator White. “I 
have come for the purpose of arrang- 
ing for the removal of my family to 
Washingion, and also to close up 
some private business affairs of urgent 
importance.”’ 

Upon being asked his opinion with 
reference to the silver question Mr. 
White said: 

“It is impossible to certainly fore- 
cast the result, but I think it probable 
that a compromise measure will pass. 
Thirty-nine Democratic Senators, in- 
cluding myself, have substantially 
agreed upon a settlement, and, al- 
though it is reported that there will 
be no concessions made by the extrem- 
ists on either side, I stille think the 
good for an adjustment. 
I do not believe it probable that the 
Senate rules will be changed in the 
midst of this fight. There are a num- 
ber of older Senators upon both sides 
of the silver question who will not agree 
to the adoption of a cloture or previous 
question amendment. The Senators 
youngest in service are generally in 
favor of amended rules permitting busi- 
ness to be done with reasonable speed. 
Before leaving Washington I said all. 
I desired to state with reference to sil- 
ver, and paired myself, in accordance 
with our rules, upon all subjects that 
might come up in my absence, and in 
this way found myself able to get home 
for the purposes which I have men- 
tioned.” 

‘What matters of general interest are 
likely to be brought before Congress?” 

“The tariff and election bill acts will, 
of course, receive due consideration. 
The Chinese bill, which has just passed 
the House, and which contains some 
valuable additions to the Geary act, 
will no doubt be enacted, as the large 
majority of the members elected to 
each house seem to think that an ex- 
tension should be granted. This is 
not my personal view. I am simply 
stating a sentiment obviously exist- 
ing. Railroad matters will also receive 
attention, and the question of grant- 
ing an extension to the Central Pacific 
and Union Pacific railroads must be de- 
cided. The enormous outstanding rail- 
road indebtedness of United States cor- 
porations is exciting a good deal of 
comment. If the railroads of this 
country had in their possession every 
dollar of gold in the world it would 
not be sufficient to liquidate their lia- 
bilities. The Nicaragua Canal and 
other matters too numerous to men- 
tion, together with the topics to which 
I have adverted, render it certain that

They are 
the index points of prosperity, the 
badges cf our connection with the 
great centers of trade throughout the 
country, of trade that is seeking con- 
nection with us, and of the manifold 
interests that here find representation. 
They show that the world is at our 
very doors. We have nothing now to 
do but to meet it fairly and honestly 
and make room for it. It is ready to 
come, fs coming, and will continue to 
come just as long as we pursue a 
wise and just policy toward it. We 
have enough to give without exaggerat- 
ing our resources, or in any way dis- 
paraging those of other sections. It is 
because Los Angeles is what she is 
that she is growing so rapidly, be- 
cause she has the wealth of soil and 
climate, the beauty of situation and 
the advantage of commercial position 
to make her opulent in the future. Los 
Angeles is everywhere in the mouth of 
home-seekers, and with many Los An- 


_ geles is California. In Chicago we are 


known as well by reputation, almost, 
as that city is known to its own deni- 
zens, and inquiries about opportunities 
here are of daily occurrence.

The Welcome Rain. 

After the first rain of the season 
the true spring of Southern California 
sommences. The dust is laid, the trees 
and lawns are brightened up, and the 
very air itself is washed and purified, 


while the distant mountains stand out - 


like silhouettes against the pale blue 
sky. Shortly afterward the dull brown 
of the hills begins to change into a 
vivid green. The birds sing with re- 
doubled vigor, and all nature rejoices 
that the flood-gates of heaven have 
at length been opened. It is true that 
there are some drawbacks which follow 
our first rain. A considerable amount 
of fruit in process of drying is some- 
times spoiled and late grain occasion- 
ally damaged. But the careful farmer, 
who watches the signs of the times, 
can generally provide against such loss. 
The long and dusty dry season is 
pointed to by many, especially new 
arrivals, as a great drawback in the 
climate of this section. It is true that 
an occasional shower during the sum- 
mer would be very refreshing, but it 
would be disastrous to our farmers, 
who are now able to pursue their 
avocation without any reference to 
the state of the weather. No climate 
is altogether perfect, but that of South- 
ern California certainly comes as near 
to perfection as any that can be found 
upon earth. 

While upon the subject of the rain, 
it may be well once more to correct the 
impression which so generally prevails 
throughout the East, among people 
who have never visited California, 
that our “rainy season” is a steady 
downpour, during the continuance of 
which the sun is seldom seen. Such 
is as far from being the case as could 
be imagined. The rainy season is the 
pleasantest season of the year. Two or 
three days of rainfall are followed by 
as many weeks of sunny skies, when 
all nature smiles. A beautiful sight, 
indeed, is the birth of the Southern 
California spring, following the first 
considerable rain. Then it is that 
the brown and thirsty hills are trans- 
formed by a mantle of verdure, soon 
to be decorated by myriads of beauti- 
ful flowers. It is during the rainy sea- 
son that Southern California is seen 
at its best. Eastern people should 
learn that the rainy season on the 
northern coast of the Pacific and in 
Southern California are two very dif- 
ferent things. 


Looking Toward California. 

Every day we read of the growing 
interest which is being manifested at 
the East in this great State of Cali- 
fornia. The wide eyes of the whole 
world is upon us, and, after looking at 
what we have displayed at Chicago, 
men everywhere are eager to learn 
more of our climate, soil and produc- 
tions.

Though not so bewildering in its vast- 
ness as the beautiful White City in 
Jackson Park, if we can succeed in 
making it but an epitome, even, of the 
advance which the State has made in 
horticultural and agricultural wealth, 
and the progress she has won along all 
the lines of modern advancement, we 
shall win for ourselves a prestige 
which will secure for us the admiration 
which our successes merit.

picion among the public that many of 
there so-called accidents are due to 
an over-amount of economy on the 
part of the companies, which leads them 
to overwork their employees. If such 
is the case, it is certainly the duty of 
the law to interfere. Whatever may be 
‘thought of the question as to whether 
the government has a right to run the 
railroads. there can certainly be no 
doubt that it is not only the right, but 
it is the duty of State legislatures to 
take every necessary measure toward 
insuring the safety of the traveling 
public on lines of railway running 
through their States. 


The British appear to have quite a 
little war on their hands in South 
Africa. The foes with whom they have 
to contend—the Matabeles—are by no 
means to be despised. Their strength 
is estimated at about forty thousand 
trained warriors, every one of whom 
has been brought up for warfare from 
early youth. In fact, warfare is their 
chief occupation, and members of the 
tribe are not allowed to marry until 
they have killed a man. South Africa 
is being “gradually divided up among 
the European nations, and England, 
as usual, is getting the lion’s share. 
Some years ago, the British South Af- 
rican Company was organized, and en- 
dowed by Queen Victoria with powers 
as great as those of the old East India 
Company, which was afterward merged 
into the British government of India. 
They have acquired most of their ter- 
ritory by purchase or barter from na- 
tive chiefs. The absorption of these 
native States, where bloodshed and 
rapine reign supreme, can only be re- 
garded as a step forward in civiliza- 
tion, especially if the new owners of 
the land sternly repress the slave-trade 
with its attendant horrors. 


Since so many marvels of marine 
architecture have been added to the 
transatlantic steamship service, trips 
across the ocean have been attended 
with all the excitement of a yacht race. 
It is not many years since a day was 
occasionally knocked off the time be- 
tween Queenstown and Sandy Hook, 
but now it is no longer a question of 
days or of hours, but of minutes. The 
Campania has just lowered the record 
of the west-bound trip by 8 minutes, 
making the passage in 5 days, 13 hours 
and 37 minutes, which would have been 
considered impossible even ten years 
ago. In view of what has been accom- 
plished, it would be rash to set a limit 
to the possibilities of quick transatlan- 
tic passages in the near future. There 
are many who believe that we shall live 
to see the journey made in four days. 
The problem with which naval con- 
structors now have to deal is not so 
much that of increased horse power or 
improvements in the shape of the ves- 
sel, as of the resistance offered to the 
vessel by the water. Edison thinks 
that he has found a means of overcom- 
ing this difficulty. ‘

REVIEW. 


Glance at the Past Week’s 
Business, 


Retail Merchants Have Fared 
‘Very Well. 


Backward Fruit Sales Retard Coun- 
try Trade. 


The Situation in the East Somewhat Dis- 
couraging—The Torrey Uniform Bank- 
ruptcy System—Ceneral Interest 
Aroused in the Matter. 


The past week has beeri one of satis- 
faction in local business circles. Out- 
side of the city there has been some 
complaint regarding the slow move- 
ment of dried fruits caused by the rul- 
ing low prices, but the farmers are 
holding on in the expectation of higher 
prices in this future. This alone is 
sufficient to cause a deficiency in the 
customary receipts of the country store- 
keeper, which in turn reacts upon the 
wholesale mershant. The last named, 
however, has been been very lenient, 
and in the numerous failures and de- 
faults reported among the smaller busi- 
ness men thare has, in no case, been a 
well-established complaint of undue 
harshness on the part of the creditor. 

While business among the country 
merchants in the commercial district, 
embracing the southern counties of this 
State, has been backward during the 
past week, the retail merchants in this 
city have no reason to complain. The 
fair and the races, and even the fake 
circus, have all contributed toward 
bringing a larger crowd to the city 
than before known, except on very 
extraordinary occasions. These visit- 
ors, from the very nature of the attrac- 
tions that called them from their ranches 
and homes in the surrounding towns, 
came here with money to spend and the 
intention to let it go out of their keep- 
ing. While it is true that in many, if 
not most, cases, these little hoards 
were “blown in’’ for unnecessary pur- 
poses, yet the money passed into the 
hands of others. These ‘“‘others’’ may 
have had debts to pay or needed some 
articles of merchandise, therefore in the 
natural order of the law regulating the 
circulation of money, the retail mer-. 
gg: ultimately reaped the prime bene- 


fit. 

Not only has the increase of trade 
been noticeable in such lines of busi- 
ness as clothing and dry goods, but 
even the grocers have felt the good 
effects. It is true that people must eat, 
whether they have money or not, but 
with a bulging purse, or even a self- 
satisfied state of pocketbook, one is 
apt to crave the finer and more expen- 
sive articles of food. And on these 
the profits, are greater than on such 
staples as sugar, flour or coffee, which 
is another very considerable item in 
the present science of selling- 
at retail. 

BUT ONE FAILURE. 

-In this city during the past week 
there has been but one failure of any 
magnitude, that of R. B. Fitzhenry, 
shoe dealer on Spring street, near Third. 
The business has not been a paying one 
from the start in the present place 
about a year ago. Most of the pur- 
chases were made in the East, and 
these creditors became uneasy about 
slow payments. It was also communi- 
cated to them that a genuine ‘“‘closing- 
out sale’’ was in progress, and that 
goods were actually being sold in many 
instances at less than cost. Orders 
were therefore sent to have attach- 
ments placed on the stock, and the 
store was placed in the hands of the 
Sheriff. Last Friday Mrs. Fitzhenry, 
in whose name the store had been con- 
ducted, filed papers in insolvency, 
which assures all creditors a pro rata 
share of the assets. The entire liabili- 
ties do not reach a large amount, and, 
from the showing made, creditors wil) 
get about 30 cents on the dollar. Very 
San Francisco houses are intér- 
ested. 

Outside the city there have been no 
failures in this district where the 
amount owing reached $2000. A large 
number of very Small concerns are be- 
ing continually weeded out, and in this 
process, no doubt, many suffer who, 
with better facilities, would have made 
Successes in their lines. But nowadays 
it requires some capital and a great 
deal of brains to successfully compete 
with older and more solid houses. It 
has come to be a business axiom, that 
& man had better look for wages and 
endure many inconveniences, than to 
embark in an enterprise without suf- 
ficient’ capital to stand at least a few 
months’ dull business. This is even 
mcre applicable to the country than 
to the city, as in the latter there are 
greater opportunities for helping one’s 
self ‘“‘out of a hole’ by engaging in 
some other occupation as a side heip. 

In the country, fhowever, businc::s 
opportunities are extremely limited, and 
all the environments tend to keep the 
“cobbler at his last. This, more than 
any other, is given by such close 
business students as the commercial 
agencies, as the potent reason for the 
large and constantly-!ncreasing number 
of small failures in the country dis- 
tricts. 

CITY BANK CHECKS. 

A question which has recently been 
propounded, and to which no satisfac- 
tory answer has yet been given, is, 
what has become of the many City 
Bank checks, which public-spirited mer- 
chants took in exchange for merchan- 
dise during ae: recent financial flurry 
in this city? It is known that while 
the banks were closed there was more 
of an effort among the depositors of 
this particular institution to convert 
their holdings into merchandise than 
emoeng those whose funds were locked 
up in the other banks. The reta‘'l mer- 
chants, as a rule, made no discrimina- 
tion, and consequently found them- 
selves, when the scare was over, 
possession of many claims, which, as 
overy one now knows, are almost worth- 
jess. A prominent clothing merchant, 
in speaking of the matter a few days 
ago, said he had taken about $5000 in 
City Bank checks, as he did those on 
other banks. He first discovered 
whether the party who tendered the 
check was himself ‘“‘good’’ for the 
amount, and, if not, he absolutely re- 
fuscd to extend any accommodation. If 
the person was otherwise reliable, the 
merchant took the check, with the 
montal reservation that the sale then 
meade was actually on the basis 6f the 
customer's individual credit, and that, 
if the check was not paid, the maker 
would see that the debt was otherwise 
satisfied. This merchant said that, out 
of the $5000 he had thus taken, about 
25 per cent. was in City Bank checks, 
and that, in each of the last-named 
instances, he had returned the checks 
to the makers, and had received the 
ce.sh therefor. 

No doubt the same is true of many 
other business men, which would Icad 


to the belief that; in general, the retail 


merchants were not great losers in thetr 
commendable effort to instil confi- 
dence into the people during those try- 
ing times. Of course, the wholesale 
merchants were even more careful 
when taking checks on the closed banks, 
2o it is fair to presume that the de- 
positors of the City Bank are the main 
sufferers. These worthless checks, after 
being returned to the makers, were no 
Jeubt destroyed, aed this is probably 


in 


the best answer as to their final dis- | 
position. 


IN THE EAST. ; 

In the Eastern States the situation 
does not seem as favorable as in this 
immediate vicinity. Im fact, kos An- 
eles seems have been peculiarly 
ortunate during this entire trade dis- 
turbance. San Francisco, our nearest 
competitor, has been feeling the de- 
pression in its wholesale market to a 
much greater extent. The latest news 
from the northern city mentions the 
attachments against the notion house 
of B. Feigenbaum & Co., the largest 
firm of its kind on the Coast, the 
claims against them being given as 
to $140,000 in the aggre- 

e. 

Dun's Review of October 14, published 


| in New York, speaks retrospectively of 


the previous week in the following 
gloomy fashion: 

“The country has been waiting. 
While uncertainty has prevailed, men 
have not known what to do with 
Safety, and so have done as little as 
they could. Industries cannot always 
wait, and in them an arrest of im- 
provements generally means some re- 
action. Merchants who have obliga- 
tions to meet cannot always wait, and 
for some there has come misfortune. 
The speculators and traders wait be- 
cause they have no substantial basis 
for a judgment. The volume of busi- 
ness transacted increases some, be- 
cause the longer people go without 
clothing or food or other necessaries, 
the more certain their demands are to 
revive. But the recovery itself hesi- 
tates, for no one can tell: what it may 
have to meet. A faithful photograph 
of business under such conditions 
necessarily presents contradictory fea- 
tures, but the underlying fact for the 
week is that people are waiting as far 
as they can. 

“Government crop. reports have Rot 
helped speculation, because they are 
not in harmony with prevailing judg- 
ments. Wheat has weakened 1\% cents, 
though the government report would 
indicate a yield of only 391,000,000 bush- 
els. sO small as to warrant a much 
higher price. Western receipts for the 
week have been 6,054,648 bushels, 
against 9,361,979 last year, while At- 
lantic exports have fallen to 621,861 
bushels, against 1,909,128 last year. 
Corn has advanced % cent, pork 
products being unchanged, but either 
would be very much stronger if men 
put full confidence in official estimates. 
Oil has risen a cent, and coffee is un- 
changed. Cotton stands just where it 
did a week ago, in spite of a report 
which some interpreted as conclusive 
proof of a yield far below that of last 
year, but the enormous stocks of old 
cotton in sight here and abroad would 
explain great hesitation in that mar- 
ket. even if the official estimates were 
fully credited. 

THE GREAT INDUSTRIES. 

“There is less. evidence of recovery 
in the great industries than has ap- 
peared for some weeks past. The 
monthly report of the iron output Oc- 
tober 1 shows a decrease of 10,000 tons 
weekly-in September, being 73,895 tons 
weekly against 83,434 last month and- 
158,027 a year ago. Since May 1 the 
decrease is ‘about 60 per cent., and un- 
sold stocks also slightly increase, while 
prices are the lowest yet recorded. 
But the demand for finished products 
has started nearly twenty more mills 
at work, though at cut-throat prices, 
since it falls much below the capacity 
of the mills now in operation. [In tex- 


tile manufactures the number of mills 


closing wholly or in part is again about 
as great as the number resuming work, 
and industries are further disturbed by 
important strikes against reduction of 
wages, one in the Providence region 
affecting 15,000 persons, it is said. Cot- 
ton goods show a general improvement 
in tone, though weak in spots. The 
demand for woolen goods is not a 
third of the usual magnitude, and salgs 
of wool at the three chief markets for 
the last week were 2,500,452 pounds, 
against 7,099,600 last year. The situa- 
tion is a strange one, which perplexes 
the ablest dealers, and though in dress 
goods a steady demand appears, the 
uncertainty as to men’s goods, knit 
goods and carpets is as great as if 
months had not elapsed with extraor- 
dinary distribution of products. Out- 
side New York boot and shoe factories 
are but poorly employed, and Eastern 
shipments for the week were 34 per 
cent. befow last year’s, but bright 
spots appear in women’s shoes and in 
rubber goods.”’ 
FAILURE STATISTICS. 

The failures for the week ending 
October 14 number 393 in the United 
States against 189 last year, and 42 in 
Canada against 26 last year. Bighteen 
failures were in magnitude exceeding 
$100,000 and 84 were over $5000 each, 
but less than $100,000. The aggregate 
of Habilities in failures the first week 
in October was only $3,491,292, though 
the number was large. This week the 
liabilities have apparently been in- 
creased. 

TORREY BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

There is now before Congress a 
measure which seems to be in accord 
with the views of the best business 
men all over the United States regard- 
ing a national bankruptcy law. This 
is the Torrey bill, named after its or- 
iginator, Jay L. Torrey, Esq., counselor 
of the Associated Grocers of St. Louis. 
This measure has been before several 
Congresses and has been amended and 
improved each time, but for some rea- 
son or other has not passed. The re- 
cent crisis, however, has so forcibly im- 
pressed the national law-makers with 
the need of a statute that will act in 
California as it does in Massachusetts 
or in Maine as well as it does in 
Texas, that the chances for the bill’s 
passage during the next regular ses- 
sion are very flattering. 

In this connection it may be of in- 
terest to state that the United States 
has in its short history had three dis- 
tinct bankrupt laws on its statute 
books. The Constitution gives Congress 
the right to provide a uniform system 
of bankruptcy and the first act with 
this object in view passed by the Na- 
tional Legislature was in 1800, but it 
was repealed the year later. Another 
bankruptcy act was passed in 1841, and 
it only lasted two years. A third act 
‘was passed in 1867, which was not re- 
peaied until 1878. 

Sapce forbids an extended mention of 
the details of the Torrey bill, its main 
purpose, as stated in its title, being to 
establish a uniform system of bank- 
ruptey throughout the United States. 
It makes the’ matter public property, 
and places the enforcement of the laws 
into the hands of a court of bank- 
ruptcy, composed of circuit and dis- 
trict judges and the United States Su- 
preme Court. It creates only two new 
Offices, that of trustee and referee, and 
in general is extended to reduce to a 
minimum the expense attending -the 
administration of a bankrupt’s estate. 
It makes false statements cn the part 
of either debtor or creditor a punish- 
able offense, and invests the courts 
with proper authority to take cogni- 
zance of such unlawful acts. It pre- 


vents the eating up of an insolvent’s 


estate. now so much in vogue, and, in 
fact. is intended to protect all the par- 
ties directly interested, whether debtor 
or creditor. The effect of the law will 
be to reHeve an honest bankrupt from 
the commercial stain now consequent 
upon a failure to met payments, and 
a punish a dishonest bankrupt on the 
same principle as an embezzler or a 
defaulter is now punished. . 

THE REASONS FOR SUCH A LAW,

States, by assignment or otherwise, or 
by confession of judgment, creation of 
liens by debtor, unjust preference by 


attachment, etc.. which is a prolific 


source of oppression’ to debtor and / 


wrong to other creditors by reason of 
undue. haste to be ahead and be se- 
cured, and it would thus tend to an 
equitable and fair division of assets. It 
would furnish a uniform collection law, 
and substitute a uniform system in 
place of the existing confusion growing 
out of differences in State laws. It 
would effectuate prompt settlement, 
with a minimum of litigation and ex- 
pense, between creditors and debtors in 
failing circumstances. It would tend to 
stop fraud by debtors and oppression 
by creditors, It gives full opportunity 
for investigation of the affairs of the 
debtor to the end that justice may be 
done and equality assured; and, fin- 
ally, it would provide relief to the 
honest but unfortunate debtor, and al- 
low him, for his own benefit and the 
general good, to re-enter the race of 
business life without being handicapped 
by the weight of debt. In fact, the 
best authorities pronounce the Torrey 
bill the most carefully considered 
measure that has yet been put forward 
on the subject. The main feature 
about it is that it respects all existing 
laws, State and national, and that it is 
plain, concise, economical and expedi- 
tious in its proposed workings,

Yesterday the fair grounds presented 
an almost deserted appearance, with 
the exception of those who were out to 
witness the 2:20 pace, and persons cash- 
ing their premiums. Nearly all the 
northern horses left yesterday after- 
noon to go into winter quarters at San 
Francisco, and more will follow today. 

Klamath, the winner of the free-for- 
all trot, will winter here, as his owners 
think that a few months’ recreating 
here will make a great difference with 
him next spring. He has been on the 
track for the last six months, and has 
won all the free-for-all trots in which 
he has entered, so he is entitled to 
some rest. 

Today there will be a race, a 
two-year-old trot, for 1891 colts, for the 
richest stake that has ever been offered 
in Southern California, it being for 
$1500. 

The entry list has been cut down to 
five, these being Prince Inca, by Inca, 
Jr., Chino ranch enters its sorrel filly;

BUSINESS EDUCATION. 


Important Report to the American Bankers’ 
Association. 

The American Bankers’ Association 
has led the way in one of the most im- 
portant educational departures in this 
century. It is nothing less than a sys- 
tematic effort to arouse public attention 
tothe importance of providing for the 
more extensive and more thorough pro- 
fessional education of our business 
classes, 

Impelled by the conviction that such 
special education, of various grades, is 
one of the great needs of our modern 
business life, the American Bankers’ 
Association undertook to ascertain, by 
a careful investigation, what was being 
done along such lines inthis country 
and in Europe. ; 

Learning that the countries in West- 
ern Europe had made important educa- 
tionalexperiments in this direction, 
the association determined to ascertain 
exactly what was being done in those 
countries. Prof. Edmund J. James of 
the Wharton School of Finance and 
Economy, University of Pennsylvania, 
was invited to visit the leading centers 
of commercial instruction in Eu- 
rope in the interest of the as- 
sociation and make a report upon 
the scope and success of Euro- 
pean commmercial schools. 

The result of this investigation has just 
been published by the American Banker’s 
Association in a volume of nearly two 
hundred and fifty pages, entitled ‘‘The 
Education of Business Men in Europe.’’ 
From this it appears that France, Italy, 
Austria, Germany, as well as some of 
the smaller countries in Western Eu- 
rope, have a most successful system of 
commercial high schools, quite distinct 
from anything of the sort in this coun- 
try, and answering most fully the need 
which the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion is convinced exists in the United 
States.

A Sketch of Shell Cameos. 

In the October number of Popular 
Science News published in Boston, Mrs. 
M, Burton Williamson of this city has 
an entertaining sketch of shell cameos, 
with a brief description of the col- 
lection of Mrs. Prof. T. 8. C. Lowe of 
Pasadena. 

‘Mrs. Lowe’s collection numbers some 
two hundred specimens, some of which 
are cut in the form of brooches, others 
are set pieces, and not a few are 
carved upon one side of the shell. 
Mrs. Williamson believes that no lover 
of shells can see this fine collection 
of shell cameos without feeling a sense 
of pleasure at the beautiful results 
made possible by the formation of the 
layers in shells. She says: ‘Although 
Prof. Lowe’s large museum is a gen- 
eral one, including curios, as well as 
collections, there is nothing in 
the museum more attractive to the ob- 
server than the case containing these 
cameos. The busts cut upon the shells 
themselves are not only engraved on 
Strombus gigas, Cassis Madagascaren- 
sis, Cassis rufa, etc., the same as those 
for brooches, but other shells are util- 
ized, among them being a tiny head 
carved upon the little money cowry 
(Cyproea moneta.) This is done upon 
the back or upper side of the shell.

PASADENA. 


The City Council Convened in 
Regular Session. 


Detalis of the Business Transacted—Various 
Items of Local Interest—Peopie 
Coming and Going— 

Brevities. 


The Council met in special session 
at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. Presi- 
dent Weed presided, and all the trus- 
tees were present except Mr- Lukens. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

All bills filed to date were referred 
to the Auditing and Finance Committee 
without reading. 

Justis Brockway addressed the board, 
relative to the condition of the gutter 
on Marengo avenue, extending from the 
alley south of his property on Colorado 
street to Kansas street. Mr. Brockway 
stated that the gutter will not carry 
off the storm water, and asked that the 
necessary improvements be made. 

A brief private session was held, after 
which business was resumed in the fol- 
lowing order: 

A petition was presented, signed by 
numerous property-owners, asking that 
a cement sidewalk be ordered laid on 
the south side of Colorado street, be- 
tween Delacy street and Orange Grove 
avenue. The prayer of the petitioners 
was granted, and a resolution of inten- 


. tion was passed for the carrying out of 


such work. 

Similar action was taken on a petition 
asking that Vernon avenue, between 
Colorado and Walnut streets, and Mary 
street, between the Terminal tracks and 
Vernon avenue, be graded, curbed and 
guttered. 

A petition was received and granted 
to lay cement sidewalks, and to curb 
and gutter Kensington place, between 
Millard place and Vernon avenue, and 
a resolution of intention was to 
this effect. 

The following petitions for a rebate 
on taxes were granted: Reynolds & 
Van Nuys, $2.99; H. R. Hertel, $11.05; 
William Freeman, $1.50. 

A resolution was passed to close up 
all the alleys in C. M. and M. E. Park- 
er’s subdivision of lot 12, block J, of the 
San Pasqual tract. 

A paper was presented protesting 
against the passage of the proposed 
ordinance prohibiting screen or other 
kinds of doors opening onto the street. 
The petitioners argue that the side- 
walks being wide, no damage can re- 
sult from doors opening thereon, and, 
furthermore, that such doors are abso- 
lutely necessary in summer time, and 
that it will be impracticable to comply 
with the provisions of the ordinance, 
which has already been read for the 
first time. The paper was ordered filed. 

An ordinance was passed, establishing 


_ the grade of Union street, between De- 


lacy street and Pasadena avenue. 

A communication was read from 
George IF’. Foster, president of the Colo- 
rado Street Car Company, stating that 
‘Batisfactory arrangements had been 
made with the Highland street com- 
pany, whereby the latter will run iis 
cars Over the Colorado street com- 
pany’s tracks, between Broadway and 
Raymond avenue, an extra rail being 
laid to provide for the different widths 
of the cars. 

A petition from E. §S. Frost, asking 
permission to erect a frame building on 
Broadway, south of Colorado street, 
was referred to the Committee on Fire 
and Water. 

J. D. Nash was granted permission to 
erect a frame cottage on the south side 
of Mary street, east of Pasadena ave- 
nue. 

City Engineer Sedwick submitted 
figures establishing the grade of Belle- 
vue drive, and on Worcester avenue. 

President Weed was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to look into the matter of 
lighting the streets by electricity, past 
and future. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Work of Straightening and Leveeing the 
Santa Ana River—A Warning 
Against the Fake 

Circus. 


The Board pf Supervisors met Mon- 
day morning with all the members, ex- 
cept Yoch, and the clerk present. 

W. H. Gaines appeared before the 
board, asking that a Toad ditch in the 
Westminster district be cleaned out 
and the matter was referred to Super- 
visor Hawkins, with power to act. 

The report of County Surveyor Fin- 
ley on the work in progress on the 
Santa Ana River was read and ordered 
filed. 

“The contract for hauling lumber for 
the improvement of the Santa Ana 
River was awarded to E. G. Hunting- 
ton, as follows: At $1.45 per thousand 
for all lumber delivered within one 
mile of the Olive county road bridge, 
and $1.20 per thousand for all lumber 
south of the Southern California Rail- 
way bridge near Orange. 

The report of S. H. Finley, County 
Surveyor, on the Trabuca road was 
read and ordered filed, and the County 
Surveyor was instructed to correct the 
road maps to conform with said report. 

The investigation into the condition 
of Jose Abilla, an indigent, was re- 
ferred to Supervisor Tedford. 

Mrs. Soto was placed on the indigent 
list at $4 per month, to commence Octo- 
ber 1, 1893, and Mrs. Schults was al- 
lowed $8.33, to begin at the same time.

WHAT IS BEING DONE ALONG THE 
RIVER. 


The following report from County 
Surveyor Finley to the Board of Su- 
pervisers will show how the work of 
improving the banks and straightening 
the course of the Santa Ana River is 
progressing: 

“The clearing of the channel of 
brush has been completed, with the 
exception of one place, a mile north 
of Fifth street, which I hesitate about 
cpening up the present season, as it 
will make an entire change in the 
line of the river. It may be advisable 
to leave it, as it is until the line of the 
new channel oan be strengthened with 
® growth of willows. All necessary 
plowing will be completed Monday. We 
are putting in a brush and sand levee 
along the west side of the channel, 
through the Mills and Tolle places. 
The brush is put in one foot below 
the surface and three feet above, with 
a backing of sand eight feet wide 
on top, raised to the full height of the 
brush. The brush is held in place to 
willow posts, three feet apart, by two 
continuous lines of wire. The cost of 
the above is 13 cents per running foot. 

“Parties are at work putting in 
lovees similar, in construction to the 
one just mentioned, but more substan- 
tial, across the old channel, running 
west, just south of First street, and 
across the bent toward the Newport 
country. 

“The piling has arrived and is being 
hauled to the Olive levee, where work 


“of driving commence ‘Tuesday; 


and be proceeded with as rapidly as 
possible. 

“The sand levee at the Orange 
bridge has been completed, and the 
railroad track laid along the same. 
The first of the brush and rock for 
facing it will probably be delivered 
Tucsday. 

“The hauling of lumber has been let 
to the lowest bidder, as per contract 
herewith presented. 

“The contract for furnishing and de- 
livering brush for the Olive and Or- 
ange levees has been let (subject to the 
approval of the board) to Felipe Yorba 
and M. A. Baker, their bids being the 
same—4 cents per bundle, seven feet 
long and one foot in diameter.” 
WHERE WILL THE POSTOFFICE BE 
Postoffice Inspector M. H. Flint of 
Los Angeles was in Santa Ana Monday 
and received bids for the location of 
the Santa Ana. postoffice from and 
after January 1. 1894. The bids were 
opened, and then a general inspection 
of the quarters was made. Of course 
the representative of ‘“‘Uncle Sam” 
looked hard and consequently saw a 
great deal, but said very little. Judg- 
ing from the close inspection that he 
gave the storeroom of J. R. Congdon, 
the corner room in French’s opera- 
house, the corner room in the Hervey 
block and the present quarters of the 
office. all must have been considered 
accessible, and, therefore, contestants 
for the office. 

The propositions submitted are, as 
yet, unknown to the public. The in- 
spector has received them and has ex- 
amined the locations. He will forward 
the propositions to Washington, to- 
gether with a recommendation that a 
certain one of the four be accepted. 
This proceeding will require about two 
weeks’ time, and until that time the 
public can amuse itself by guessing 
on the result.

Maj. E. L. Stern Elected 
Police Commissioner. 


W. W. Stockwell Declines to 
Accept the Position. 


Expert’s Report on the Street Su- 
perintendent’s Office. 


An Apparent Shortage of $4085 Under Mr. 
Hutchinson, Who Asks for Time 
to Clear It Up—Routine 
Business. 


The City Council met yesterday morn- 
ing, with all the members present.

The City Clerk reported, recommend- 
ing that tax sales Nos. 208 and 974 be 
canceled, they both being an erroneous 
or double assessment.

A communication from the Fire Com- 
mission recommended that bids be 
advertised for furnishing 2000 feet of 
fire hose. Adopted, the bids to be re- 
ceived in two weeks’ time. 

An ordinance of intention to improve 
Union avenue, between Pico and Four- 
teenth streets, was passed.’ 

PUBLIC WORKS. 


The Board of Public Works’ report 
was then read and was adopted as 
published, with two exceptions. The

Councilman Gaffey said he thought 
it was about time for a report to be 
presented in reference to whether the 
city should or should not employ nine 
additional policemen. It was time the 
matter was decided in one way or an- 
other. No action was taken on the 
the question, however. 

POLICE COMMISSIONERSHIP. 


The following communication was 
read: 

“Permit me to thank you for the ap- 
pointment made at your last regular 
session as a member of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and accept this 
as my declination of said office. 

“W. W. STOCKWELL. ” 

On motion the Council then pro- 
ceeded to elect a police commissioner, 
and Councilman Nickell was called to 
the chair. 

President Teed nominated Maj. E. L. 
Stern and Councilman Innes placed in 
nomination the name of D. F. Donegan, 
which nomination was secended by 
Councilman Munson. Councilman 
Rhodes nominated Charles E. Day. 

A vote was then taken and all the 
members voted for Stern except Coun- 
cilman Innes, who voted for. Donegan. 
He, however, changed his vote to Sfern, 
making nine votes for that gentleman. 

On motion, Maj. Stern was declared 
elected and the clerk was instructed 
to notify him accordingly. . 

President Teed made a brief speech, 
in which he said that in supporting the 
candidate who had been elected he had 
had nothing against Mr. Donegan, who 
would, he knew, fill the office most sat- 
isfactcrily if he were foolish enough 
to accept it. 

Mr. Donegan, who was present, said 
he felt very grateful for the honor, but 
was doing too well in the contracting 
business to think of occupying his time 
at anything else. 


ANOTHER STREET RAILWAY FRAN- 
| CHISE. 


A communication from W. H. Work- 
man and T. D. Hoskins asked for a 
street railway franchise to be granted

SUPERINTENDENT'S OFFICE. 

The following committee report was 
then presented: 

“We, your special committee’ to 
whom was referred the matter of ex- 
amining the books of the ex-Street Su- 
perintendent, E. H. Hutchinson, beg 
leave to report that We have had under 
employment A. C. Davis, an expert, 
who has made as thorough an exami- 
nation as possible under the circum- 
stances, there being but little data in 
the office. and an almost total lack of 


method in the manner in which the. 


books were kept. 

“He has made a detailed statement 
to this committee, a copy of which is 
hereto attached, showing an apparent 
shortage of $4085.35. The ex-Street Su- 
perintendent, Hutchinson, asks one or 
two weeks’ time in which to examine 
the books to see if he can explain the 
apparent shortage. We recommend he 
be granted the time asked for, and at 
the end of Said time, if he cannot make 
satisfactory explanation, then that the 
City Attorney be instructed to proceed 
to collect the deficiency. 


“We would also recommend that the 


tee be @mpow- 


Street Superintendent be allowed an 
extra bookkeeper to post up the back 
work of the office, to be employed dur- 
ing the pleasure of the Council, at $75 
per month.” Adopted. 

(Phe report of the expert, in reference 
to Mr. Hutchinson’s books, stated that 


acted in the office of the Street Super- 
intendent from January 1, 1891, to Jan- 
uary 1, 1893. Continuing, it says: ‘I 
find that during the time mentioned 
there were no books kept in the office 
other than a cash book and ledger of 
the street-deposit funds paid in for per- 


mits. These books check up correctly, 
except two’ permits, for which the 
money was not turned over to Mr, 


Watson, and which have since been 


‘There appears to have been some cash 
in the safe, representing street inci- 
dentals, the amount of which it is im- 
possible to state correctly, as there was 
no receipt taken by Mr. Hutchinson for 
the same.”’ 

After giving some further data, the 
report goes on: “I also find that in 
many instances the amount paid out 
by the city for printing street ‘notices, 
which should have been included in the 
warrant , never was so charged by Mr. 
Hutchinson, and I cannot say as to 
whether they were collected from the 
contractor or not. I attach a statement 
showing the street on which e work 
was done, but the amount cannot be 
stated, owing to the way the bills have 
been rendered and demands made out. 

‘“T have carefully checked the stub 
receipt books of the City Treasurer, 
and find there was no money deposited 


except two items of $28.25 and $7.50. 

“It may be that an explanation can 
be made that will reduce the shortage 
shown by the report, but owing to the 
chaotic state in which the office has 
been kept heretofore, it would not be 
surprising.”’ 

A detailed report is given, showing 
the various items of cash received in 
the office during the time for which 
the books were examined. About $4500 
is shown to have been received for en- 
gineers’ fees and printing, for improve- 
ments under the Vrooman act and on 
private contracts.) 

A number of smaller amounts are 
shown to have been received on special 
assessments, for street repairs and.for 
various other incidentals. Besides these 
sums there is shown to be aboet $2000 
received for the sale of a horse and a 
quantity of sewer pipe, old iron and 
wood. The total receipts are $7705.28, 
while the footing of the treasurer’s re- 
ceipts for sewer fund and sundries is 
$3619.93. The difference between these 
two sums is $4085.35, which amount 
represents the shortage as shown by 
the books. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The City Attorney reported: 

“In the matter of the opening of 
Balboa street into Twenty-third street, 
I have prepared and herewith present 
ordinance of intention, fixing the dis- 
trict of assessment as directed by you.”’ 
Adopted. 

“In the matter of the proposed open- 
ing of Sunset Boulev. , from the Sis- 
ter’s Hospital to the city boundary, I 
find that before the necessary ordi- 
nance of intention can be passed it will 
be necessary to change the names of 
certain streets which will become parts 
of said boulevard when opened, and for 
that reason I have prepared and here- 
with present an ordinance changing the 
names of certain streets to Sunset 
Boulevard.’’

TAKE 


Pacific Bank Precedent 
to Be Followed. 


The Bank Commissioners Said 
to Be Preparing 


To Obtain Full Control of All the 
Insolvent Banks. 


A Late Supreme Court Decision Which Indi- 
cates This Step as Their Legal Duty— 

City Bank Included—Receiyer 
Washburn Interviewed. 


Since the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court on which the change in 
receivers of the Pacific Bank was pred- 
jcated, an effort has been made to have 
the affairs of the late City Bank also 
thrown into the hands of the bank 
commissioners. Messrs. Dunsmoor and 
Gerberding were in LoseAngeles last 
week, presumably on a regular tour of 
examination of the banks of this city, 
and at the present time dre reported 
to be yet in Southern California, though 
not in this city. No particular impor- 
tance was attached to their presence in 
this part of the State, while the fight 
was going on in San Francisco for the 
possession of the assets of the McDon- 
ald institution, but it has now leaked 
out that Messrs. Dunsmoor and Ger- 
berding have not been idle while here, 
Bank Commissioner Knight, the re- 
maining member of the board, is in 
San Francisco and is attending to mat- 
ters involving the Pacific Bank. It is 
said the bank commissioners are only 
awaiting the final decision of the Su- 
preme Court on the latest phase of the 
Pacific Bank muddle before proceed- 
ing to take control of the City Bank, 
the Riverside Bank, the Bank of Ma- 
dera and another bank, which was at- 
tached three days ago. . 

It will be remembered that the Pa- 
cific Bank was placed in the hands of 
Sheriff McDade by Superior Judge Levy 
of San Francisco on insolvency pro- 
ceedings begun at the instance of one 
of the directors of the institution. Im- 
mediately following the decision of the 
Supreme Court, delivered Saturday, Oc- 
tober MM, the bank commissioners ap- 
plied to Judge Hebbard, also of the 
San Francisco Superior Court, for the 
displacement @f HKeceiver McDade and 
the appointment of a friendly receiver 
in the person of H. I. Willey. . Judge 
Hebbard was roused from his bed Sat- 
urday at midnight and signed the or- 
der which practically transferred the 
control to the bank commissioners. The 
McDonald interest still showed fight 
and sent Attorney Dunn to this city 
. to obtain from the Superior Court, now 
in session here, a writ of prohibition 
restraining Judge Hebbard from fur- 
ther carrying out the only legal plan 
which was indicated in the Supreme 
Court’s decision. The writ was not 
granted, but November 9, in San Fran- 
cisco, was fixed as the time and place 
when further argument will be heard. 
This is all the bank commissioners are 
waiting for, when, it is said, they will 
assume full control of those banks in 
California which have gone, or intend 
to go, into insolvency. 

In rendering their decision on the Pa- 
cific Bank matter the Supreme Court 
brushed aside several contentions of 
the Attorney-General (representing the 
bank commissioners in the case,) one 
of the averments being that the Pa- 
cific Bank was a savings bank, and 
as such, was exempt from the provi- 
gions of the insolvent act of 1888. The 
justices quote from “‘the Bank Commis- 
sioners’ Act,” approved March 30, 1878, 
which defines the duties and powers of 
the officials thus created. The decision 
then, referring to section 8, of the in- 
solvent act of 1888, says: 

“We have no doubt that this section 
was intended by the legislature to 
provide for every .case involving the 
winding up the business of a banking 
corporation and that it necessarily su- 
persedes the provisions of the insolv- 
ent act of 1880 so far as this class of 
corporations is concerned. It is en- 
tirely. clear that if substantial effect is 
to be given to the provisions of this 
section, the Pacific Bank cannot be put 
through insolvency under the _ pro- 
visions of the insolvent act. The two 
acts are utterly repugnant in letter and 
in spirit. The Bank Commissioners’ 
Act attempts to provide a scheme for 
the visitation and examination of all 
banks and the winding up of the affairs 
of such as are found to be insolvent, 
provided that it appears that it is un- 
safe for the corporation to transact 
business. The act is not as perfect in 
detail as it might be, a complaint which 
has been made in other States with 
respect to similar statutes, but it can- 
not for this reason be invaiid. It is 
provided that all acts are “‘repealed in 
so far as they are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act.”” The enforce- 
ment of the insolvent act would defeat 
the plain purposes contemplated by the 
Bank Commissioners’ Act. The ques- 
tion is not so much whether the scheme 
provided is complete in all matters of 
detail, but whether the Legirlature in- 
tended to exempt banking corporations 
from the operation of the insolvent 
act. and this intention, we think, is 
clearly manifested, though not ex- 
preesly stated.” 

‘We see no ground for holding that 
the remedies referred to are cumula- 
tive or that the powers conferred by 
the Bank Commissioners’ Act are merely 
auxiliary to those conferred by the in- 
solvent act of 1880. The objects of the 
new act are to provide new limitations 
and conditions, and an entirely differ- 
ent scheme for the winding up of the 
business of banking corporations. The 
power to arrest the business of the 
corporation is taken from five cred- 
itors, who may represent the compara- 
tively insignificant sum of” $500 in in- 
debtedness, and placed in the hands 
of disinterested experts, subject to the 
discretion and approval of the court. 
The wisdom of these provisions is ap- 
parent. They offer security upon which 
the public may intrust their funds and 
otherwise deal with banking corpora- 
tions. The act applies to both savings 
and commercial banks, and it is well 
that this is so, because in their trans- 
actions they deal with all classes, and 
reach a larger number of people than 
any other kind of coporation. The pro- 
visions of the act are a bulwark against 
hasty action on the part of a few timid 
creditors in times of financial distréss, 
and at all times against those who, 
from motives of greed or malice, would 
wreck the corporation, if it were in 
their power to do so, regardless of the 
consequences to others,"” 

It will be remembered that, on peti- 
tion of Mrs. Margaret Miller, a depos- 
itor, the Superior Court appointed Otto 
Brodtbeck receiver of the City Bank: 
that later Brodtbeck resigned, and W. 
J. Washburn, the present receiver, suc- 
ceeded him; that several depositors ap- 
plied to have the bank thrown into in- 
solvency, and that Keceiver Washburn 
was also appointed assignee. It will 
thus be seen that there is a great sim- 
larity in the cases of the City and 
the Pacific banks, and that the Supreme 
Court’s decision of October 14 will 
probably also affect the 
of this city. 

Receiver Washburn was seen by a 
reporter yesterday, and asked if he 
had heard anything of the proposed 
action of the bank commissioners. He 
appeared very much surprised, and 
promptiy replied that he had not. Bank 


Commissioners Dunsmoor and Gerber- 
ding visited his office last week, but 
only casually, and not a word escaped 
them as to their future intentions 
with regard to the City Bank. Mr. 
Washburn said that he was doing all 
he could to convert the bank’s assets 
into cash, and hardly expected any in- 
terference from the bank commission- 
ers,

H. Carlin was chosen temporary chair- 
man, and Seward Cole as temporary 
secretary. 

The chairman stated the object of 
the meeting to be to form an organi- 
gation which will look after the gen- 
eral interests of that section, and serve 
as a’ mouthpiece through which the 
people may make themselves heard. 
He called attention to the wretched 
condition of the main thoroughfares, 
and said that there was no reason why 
Cahuenga should not have the best 
roads in the State. United effort on the 
part of the people was all that was re- 
quired to make Cahuenga, with all its 
natural advantages, a model subur- 
ban community—a source of pride to its 
members, and an attraction to home- 
seekers from abroad. 

These sentiments were earnestly re- 
echoed by others, and the meeting then 
proceeded to business.

Judge Van Dyke Denies the Petition for a 
Writ of Mandate Against City Auditor 
Teale—Judge Smith to Resume 
Work Today. 


Tha several members of the Board of 
Education will have to go down in 
their pockets to discharge the expense 
account incurred by the recent junket- 
ing trip which they presumed to take at 
the city’s cost in looking up a patent 
heating apparatus, It appears also as 
though the board of library trustees 
are about in the same row of stumps 
for the case of Miss Kelso’s desired al- 
lowance is almost an exact parallel. 

“The claim in this case, as already 
shown upon the force of the petition 
itself, is not a demand upon the city 
treasury or entitled to be paid out of 
any fund therein, and it would, there- 
fore, be entirely useless to have it num- 
bered and recorded by the Auditor; and, 
from a fair and reasonable construction 
of the various provisions of the city 
charter, bearing on the subject, it is 
my opinion that he should not be re- { 
quired to do so.” 

The above paragraph is the terse and, 
characteristic language of Judge Van 
Dyke, used in summing up the matter 
of the application of C. T. Pepper for a 
writ of mandate requiring City Auditor 
Teale to affix his official number and 
sign of approval to that certain demand 
offered by the Board of Education tq 
cover the expenses of the now almost 
historic junketing trp. 

The decision, if sustained, and there 
seems to be not a shadow of doubt as 
to its soundness, it is believed will 
create a barrier, and a much-needed 
one, against any unnecessary drains 
upon the city funds, and tend to make 
the various bodies drawing from the 
public moneys more cautious as to their 
expenditures, if not less profuse with 
their demands. 

The full text of the opinion in the 
Pepper case rendered by Judge Van 
Dyke is as follows: 

“This is an application for a writ of 
mandate to be issued, ccmpelling the 
defendant, as Auditor of the city of Los 
Angeles, to number and record certain 
demands when presented to him, as in 
case of demands approved by him. The 
petition for the writ sets forth that the 
relator (Pepper) presented to the Board 
of Education on August 28, 1893, a cer- 
tain demand for $46.60, and which at 
that date was duly approved by the 
Board of Education; that said demand, 
so approved, with the froper indorse- 
ment thereon was delivered to the de- 
fendant, the City Auditor, 
him audited according, to the provis- 
ions of the city charter. That on Au- 
gust 30, 1893, the defendant returned 


. said demand to the Board of Education 


with his objection thereon in writing; 
that thereafter, on September 2, 1893, the 
Board of Education did again consider 
the said demand, and the said objec- 
tion of the City Auditor, and did again 
approve said demand by a vote of seven 
of its members, and the action of the 
board was indorsed thereon and signed 
by the presiding officer, and so recon- 
sidered, reapproved and reindorsed was 
thereafter again delivered to the City 
Auditor, to be by him audited, num- 
bered and recorded according to the 
provisions of said city charter, and said 
Auditor did not‘number or make a rec- 
ord of said demand, but thereafter re- 
turned the said demand to said Board 
of Education, together with his refusal 
in writing, and that he still refuses to 
number and record said demand. 

“The so-called demand accompanies 
the petition, and is made a part of it, 
and is as follows: 

“Common school fund supplies, etc., 
LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Aug. 28, 1893. 

“C. T. Pepper presents this demand 
on the treasury of the city of Los An- 
geles for the sum of $46.60, being for: 
August 16, transportation to San 

Francisco and return 


Meals and incidentals ............. 5.95 

August 23, transportation to San 
Bernardino and Insane Asylum. 3.65 
$46.60 


“To this petition defendant cemurs 
on the ground that it does not state 
‘facts sufficient to constitute a -ause of 
action or to entitle the relator to a 
writ. The city chartér confers upon 
the Board of Education, among cther 
things, the power to examine and ap- 
prove in whole or in part every de- 
mand payable out of the 3chool fund, 
or to reject any such demand fur good 
cause. By section 212 all demands pay- 
able out of the school fund nust, be- 
fore they can be approved by ibe City 
Auditor or paid, be previonsly ap- 
proved by the Board of Education by 
a vote of six members thereof, with 
the ayes and noes, and spread cn the 
minutes. By section 214, ‘if any such 
demand be returned to the Foard of 
Education by the Auditor with his ob- 
jectionseit shall be again considered by 
such board, and if such demand be 
again approved as required in the first 
instance, such objection of the City 
Auditor has been overruled by the 
Board of Education or board 
of directors of the public library, as 
the case may be, shall be delivered to 
the City Auditor, who shall number 
and make a record. of such demand, 
as in the case of demands approved by 
him.’ It is further provided that ‘no 
payment can be made from the city 
treasury or out of the public funds of 
said city unless the ‘same be specially 
authorized by law or this charter, nor 
unless the demand whieh is paid be 
duly audited as in this charter pro- 
Section 218 reads: ‘The City 
Auditor must number and keep a rec- 
ord of all demands on the treasurer 
approved by him, or his objections to 
which have been overruled, showing 
the number, date, amount and name 
of the original and present holder, on 
what account allowed, out of what 
fund payable, and by what officers or 
board it has been previously approved, 
and it shall be a misdemeanor in office 
for the City Auditor to deliver any de- 
mand with his approval thereon or 
otherwise until this requisite has been 
complied with.’ 

“The so-called claim or demand 
which was presented to the Board of 
Education and presented to the Audi- 


not show that it is any demand pay- 
able out of the school fund or out of 
any fund of the city, nor that it is 
for any services performed for or on 
behalf of the school department or any 
department of the city in any manner 
whatever, or that it could in any way 
be made a charge or claini agdinst 
the school department or the city in 
any of its departments; it merely says: 
‘For transportation to San Francisco 
‘and return, $35: meals and incidentals, 
$5.95: hotel room, $2: transportation to 
Tnsane Asylhim, 
$3.65." It is verified by C. T. Pepper, 
wherein he says that he is the party 
reauested to furnish the materials, etc., 
and perform the work mentioned in 
the foregoing demand here h_ ten-

dered; that the material, etc., therein 


specified, has been actually rendered, 
and that the charges made are the low- 
est current rates, and the proper and 
true values for the same, but there 
are no materials furnished or work 
performed in the so-called claim in 
question. 

“The affidavit appears to be made 
upon a blank form, where materials 
are furnished and work performed for 
and on account of the educational de- 
partment of thé city. It does not ap~- 
pear therefrom that Mr. Pepper was 
the party transported, although he 
makes the claim, nor that, if he be 
the party who was transported, 
the expenses were in any way con- 
nected with the department of educa- 
tion, or any other department of the 
city. There is no allegation in the pe- 
tition that the transportation was for 
or on behalf of any matter connected 
with the department of education, or 
any other department of the city, or 
for any publie purpose. Notwithstand- 
ing this utter want of anything, either 
in the face of the claim or averment 
in the petition to show that the so- 
called demand was payable out of the 
school fund or out of any city fund, it 
is contended on’-the part of the relator 
that it is the duty of the Auditor 
under section 214 of the city charter, 
already cited, to number and make a 
record of such demands, as in the 
case of demands approved by him, even 
though the demand may be illegal and 
void, inasmuch as the language of the 
charter in this particular is ‘any de- 
mand.’ The relator’s counsel, in sup- 
port of this position, rely mainly upon 
Falk vs. Strothers, 84 Cal., 544. That 
was a claim in favor of the relator as 
clerk or agent of the board of election 
commissioners for the detection of 
fraud and scrutinizing the registration 
of voters. Upon being approved by 
the board of election commissioners, 
Strothers, the Auditor, refused to al- 
low the same; the plaintiff then ‘ap- 
pealed from the decision of the Auditor 
to the Board of Supervisors, who ap- 
proved and allowed the demand, which, 
upon again being presented to the Au- 
ditor, he refused to allow and audit. 
The court in that case, in its opinion, 
quoted the provisions in the consolida- 
tion act of the city and county of San 
Francisco bearing upon the subject of 
presenting and auditing demands, 
which are similar to the provisions of 
the charter in this city in this respect. 
The court there held that, although 
the Auditor was justified in’ first refus- 
ing to audit. the claim, after the 
appeal and action of the Board of 
Supervisors it was his duty ‘to enter 
it in like manner as other demands al- 
lowed by law,’ and further, that his 
duty in that respect was simply min- 
isterial. 

“Although upon first blush it would 
seem that this decision of Falk vs. 
Strothers supports the contention of the 
relator in this case, yet, upon consider- 
ation, such will clearly appear not to 
be the case. In that case there is noth- 
ing to show that the demand which the 
Auditor refused to recognize was not 
a legal demand and one chargeable 
against the city and county. From 
the fact ‘of its being for election ex- 
penses, the presumption is that it was 
a legal demand and, therefore, the 
Board of Supervisors had jurisdiction 
to act upon it. In this case the Board 
of Education had no jurisdiction to 
consider or allow the claim any more 
than they would have had to consider 
and allow transportation expenses and 
hotel bills of any person in or out of 
the city for a trip to Chicago, 
London or Paris on _ pleasure or 
private business. The power con- 
ferred upon the board as shown 
by the provisions of . the 
chapter quoted, is to examine and ap- 
prove demands payable out of the 
school fund only, and clearly it can be 
only such demands that the Auditor is 
required to number and make a record 
of. for the charter also says that he 
must number and keep a record of the 
demands upon the Treasurer, and note 
thereon out of what fund they are pay- 
able. Therefore, the demands must be 
of that kind; that is, they must be de- 
mands upon the public treasury, and 
payable out of the public funds. The 
Board of Education has no jurisdiction 
or authority to allow a claim for pri- 
vate purposes, payable out of any fund 
in the public treasury, and it is uot the 
duty of the Auditor to number and 
keep a record of any such claim, but 
only claims that are demands upon the 
treasury. But it is contended by coun- 
sel for relator that it is the duty of the 
Auditor to number and keep a record 
of those so-called claims, and throw 
the responsibility upon the Treasurer 
to refuse to pay them, and that if 
he should attempt to pay them, even 
afier they are numbered and. recorded 
by the Auditor, he could be restrained, 
or prohibited from so doing. But the 
law does not require a vain thing, and 
it would be folly to number and re- 
cord them if they did not or could not 
become demands upon the treasury, 
and could not properly be paid. 

“In Connor vs. Morris, 23 Cal., 448, it 
is held that in application for man- 
damus to a County Treasurer to pay 
county warants, the Treasurer has a 
right to show in defense that the war- 
rants were void, and not legally 
chargeable against the county. Here, 
the petition, or complaint, on its face, 
shows that the so-called demand in 
quettion is not legally chargeable 
against the city treasury, or any fund 
in it, and the objection can be taken by 
demurrer. The People vs. Ashbury, 44 
Cal., 616, was a proceeding in mandamus 
to compel the Auditor in making his 
duplicate assessment book, which he 
was required to deliver to the Tax Col- 
lector, to correct it according to the 
assessments, after being considered and 
altered by the Board of Supervisors. It 
was urged in support of the petition 
that it was the Auditor’s duty in mak- 
ing the copy for the Collector, to ob- 
serve and follow such alterAtions as 
were made by the Board of Supervis- 
ors, and that he had no authority to 
disregard them in any instance. The 
court in its opinion, says: ‘It may be 
admitted that if the alteration appear- 
ing to have been made by the board, 
be one within. or which might, under 
any conceivable circumstances, be 
within the power and authority of the 
board to make upon the assessment 
roll, it would be the duty of the Au- 
ditor to observe it in making the du- 
plicate tax book for the use of the Col- 
lector. He could not entertain a ques- 


tion for himself as to the correctness 
or incorrectness, in point of law, or in 
any other respect, of the action of the 
board in thé supposed case, for the ob- 
vious reason that by the sections of 
the statute referred to the question of 
mere valuations of property assessed 
are for the board and not for the Au- 
ditor to determine. But there is a wide 
difference between the case supposed 
and that actually presented here. 
While it is the duty of the Auditor to 
observe the determination of the board 
as to matters coming within their 
rightful jurisdiction under the provi- 
sions of the statutes referred to, with- 
out undertaking for himself to corect 
any error, real or supposed, which the 
board may have committed in the ex- 
ercise of their jurisdiction, it is no less 
his duty to disregard any order or pro- 
ceeding of the board by which an au- 
thority not conferred upon them by 
law is assumed. J 

‘“‘This- decision is in the line of the 
well-recognized distinction between 
what is invalid and void, for want of 
jurisdiction, and that which is simply 
erroneous or irregular in the mode of 
proceeding where there is jurisdiction, 
and it holds that in the former case, 
the act being illegal or void, is binding 
upon no one. It is an elementary law 
that courts will not lend themselves 
to ‘the furthering or carrying out of 
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an office, trust or station. It will not 
issue to command the performance of 
an act which would be unauthorized 
or unlawful in the absence of the writ 
nor where there is no necessity for the 
relief, and where it would be ineffec- 
tual to aid the party aggrieved. 

“The claim in this case, as already 
shown, upon the face of the petition 
itself, is not a demand upon the city 
treasury or to be paid out of any fund 
therein, and it would therefore be en- 
tirely useless to have it numbered and 
recorded by the Auditor; and, from a 
fair and reasonable construction of the 
city charter, bearing upon the sub- 
ject, it is my opinion that he should 
not be required to do so, The demurrer 
is, therefore, sustained, and the writ 
denied.”’
